DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 2/1 1/04, the information 
disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to because of the following informalities: 

Figures 1-5 are very poor in quality (i.e. images, lines, characters, numbers letter 
are not uniformly thick and well defined, clean, durable and black). 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticpated by Cok 
(US.6,298,154 B1, Listed in IDS filed on 2/11/04). 

As to claim 1, Cok discloses machine-readable storage medium storing 
executable code and configured to cause a machine to randomly alter a shape of a 
character ( abstract, fig 3, column 3, lines 48- 67, column 4, lines 1- 41). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 2- 4 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Non of the prior art on record teaches or fairly suggests, providing a 
predetermined frequency distribution; and randomly altering a shape of said first shaped 
character according at least partially to said frequency distribution as required by claim 
2-4. 



Claims 5-21 are allowed claims.
